Mal ch 4— A gen­ 
eral decline in Ohio farm com ­ 
modity prices was reported to­ 
day by th** Federal-State Crop 
Reporting Service.

the understanding of our people. It is to be 
hoped that Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son will not muff the occasion by failing to 
take the American people completely into 
his confidence. Intellectual arrogance, cus­ 
tomary in the Roosevelt administrat i o n, 
may prove ruinous not only to our country 
but to our allies and associate nations, for 
the government alone cannot assume h re­ 
sponsibility which the people for genera­ 
tions m ust bear.

A PERSUN can be in good health 
and live a normal existence and yet 
be a victim of fatigue and overtired- 
ness. In »uch case#, the fatigue may 
be the result of mental strain. How­ 
ever, in the m ajority of instances, 
the fatigue comes from other causes. 
Normal fatigue or tiredness is 
caused ay physical activity, such as 
running, carrying out household 
chores, or participation in sports. 
The symptoms of fatigue possibly 
develop 
because 
waste 
products 
formed through physical activity 
a rt not removed quickly enough 
from the body. Lack of oxygen or 
insufficient food m aterials may be 
a contributing factor. Neuralgia 
may play a part. 


Other Conditions 
Fatigue may develop from other 
conditions. Poor eyesight causing 
eyestrain will naturally fatigue the 
eye muscles. Insufficient light may 
also produce eyestrain or eye fa­ 
tigue, which may be a contributing 
factor to a general feeling of tired­ 
ness. 
Tight corsets or girdles and tight 
shoes and other clothing that irter- 
fere with proper circulation of the 
blood may lead to tiredness. 
People who work in noisy sur­

It is obvious that failure to get 
enougn sleep may frequently be the 
underlying basis for fatigue.

made by your doctor to determine 
just what has brought it about.
